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Wake Up! Dress Up, Narberth! 
There's Keen Competition Ahead 

When the photographer was here some weeks ago to take pic- 
tures which subsequently appeared in the Inquirer, he came laden 
with instructions, from his editor as to exactly what scenes were 
wanted and the manner in which they should be "shot". Inevitably, 
the directions called for a#view of the "shopping district", but the 
photographer was an astute fellow. He said that if he took our 
business section as it actually was it would result in rather adverse 
publicity for Narberth. He therefore contrived, in order to comply 
with his boss' orders, a quite innocuous picture of Haverford Avenue 
which had as much sparkle to it as wet mud, but which did succeed 
in hiding the distressing reality from the outside world. 

• * • 
Perhaps the time for one to best inform himself as to how drab 

and dismal our business street has become is early on a Sunday 
morning, when there is none of the usual activity that helps to screen 
the stark ugliness of the scene and the glaring defects which will 
surely spell disaster to the borough as a shopping center unless some- 
thing is done about them. quickly. . 

Of course, our residents at large have an interest at stake 
which transcends that of the merchants themselves, as this sort 
of down-at-the-heel and forlorn condition at the very heart of 
the town has a definite influence on values generally, not to men- 
tion the direct thrust at that esthetic balance of things which 
should characterize an enlightened suburban community of Nar- 
berth's claims and opportunities. 
As for the merchants, they must realize that competition is 
crowding in on them from all sides and that the sellers' market which 
has existed since the war started has not many more months to go. 
By that time the new stores now being erected in nearby places, along 
with those which are known to be in the plans of large retailers 
for this environment, are bound to challenge the best skill of our 
local tradesmen. 

: What are they going to do to retain and increase that business 
which they now have from outside the borough and which is said 
to be nearly one-and-a-half times the purchases of Narberth house- 
holders? 

It would seem there could be nothing more important in the 
considerations of the Business Council than this insistent need of » 
modern business rialto, with all the alert and orderly type of store- 
keeping that goes with such an advanced status. And who has to be 
told of the kind of beating the average housewife has had to take 
these recent years, in her endeavors to feed her family — the take-it- 
or-leave-it altitude she almost daily encountered, and the quite un- 
derstandable desire she has to regain her natural position as a patron 
whose trade is sought for and appreciated. 

Unquestionably, there is going to be a big shift of custom 
on this score alone and the Shopping section which will not pre- 
pare for the new winds that will soon blow is bound to come 
afoul in favor of the enterprising operators who more accurately 
read the signs of a highly competitive future. 

• • • 

The articles in recent magazines and trade journals regarding 
face-lifting programs in the business streets of towns in California, 
New York State and elsewhere suggest the kind of format necessary 
for the local rehabilitation process which is sure to prove of endur- 
ing worth. It will all cost money, of course, but it will be money 
exceedingly well spent. With capable cooperation, along with .in 
imagination that will -keep this side of the horizon, the're' is the 
opportunity of again demonstrating distinctive leadership and of 
making the provinces aware that Narberth does not spend most of 
its time in sleep. The record of local attainment is already fair 
enough, even outstanding in some respects, and this call to continue 
on the same progressive path should not go unheeded. 

The first expense would be for an authentic draft of what can 
come to pass. It is said architectural experts are willing, to do that 
for $1,500 or $2,000. The National Bank of Narberth has indicated 
it will contribute $500 to such a fund. "Our Town will donate $100, 
and several citizens are willing to give a similar sum. 

The merchants, of course, would be depended on to give the 
major amount, perhaps $1,000, and it would be quite the right idea 
if a modest official appropriation were made by Borough Council. 
Local activities which have a real concern for the best estate of the 
community could also be expected to help. 

Once the general plan is approved, the improvement could 
start, loans if needed being provided by the local bank on an at- 
tractive basis when such transactions correspond with reasonable 
banking requirements. The news is that the chief eye-sore will 
be corrected instanter if there is a disposition to make a grand 
job of the entire section. 
Also it could come to pass that the recreational space sought by 
the veterans could occur on Haverford Avenue, second floor rooms 
and auditorium over the single-story stores due for rejuvenation. 
That feature of the case might have a particular interest for the 
gentlemen of the Legion, but whether it .does or not it is hoped that 
they will lend their aid in the rescue mission which beckons and do 
what they can to help achieve a more creditable and more sightly 
scene than now exists. 

The same request is made to all other Narberth organizations 
.and to civic-minded men and women who comprehend that things 
thrive in the environment intended for them, only when there is an 
earnest will and an effective way to have it so. 
■ • * * 

There will be a open meeting during October when the general 
subject will be discussed and an endeavor made to secure agreement 
on the plans which may be in order. Meanwhile, it would be helpful 
if town talk centered on the topic and if letters were written which 
would advance the project in view.

At the three roll calls Wednes- 
day, each patrolman was handed 
a six page, mimeographed letter 
signed by Evan L. James, .Town- 
ship" Manager, explaining the 
proposed plan in detail. 

Principle objections to the Com- 
missioners' plans, as expressed 
privately by members of the 
police force, are as follows: 

1. Changing the retirement 
age from 55 to 60. 

2. Dissolving the Association 
after more than 20 years' suc- 
cessful operation, at a time 
when the found contains more 
than $300,000 and is function- 
ing smoothly. 

3. Planning to pension town- 
ship employes at the age of 
65, regardless of how many 
years they have contributed to 
the fund. 

Under the plan approved by 
the Commissioners, the Police 
Pension Association would be dis- 
solved and its assets maintain- 
ed as a separate fund for pre- 
sent members of the police force. 
The township would assume most 
liabilities of the police associa- 
tion as provided in its bylaws/ 
Several minor exceptions are 
noted. 

Letter Quoted 

The letter states that "present 
members of the Police Pension 
Association will receive the re- 
tirement, disability and death 
benefits which are now provided 
for them by the bylaws of the 
Association, and the funds of the

"Shooting Stars" 
To Appear Oct. $ 

Dr. Roy K. Marshall 
Says Meteor Display 
Is Caused by Comet 



With the co-operation of tha 
Weather Man, a brilliant display 
of meteors or "shooting stars" will 
be seen in the Northwestern sky • 
on the evening of Wednesday, Oc- 
tober 9, Dr. Roy K. Marshall, o| 
Narberth, director of the Fela 
Planetarium, has announced. 

The best time to see the ma* 
teors, says Dr. Marshall, will ba 
at about 9.30 P. M. The light .at 
the moon, almost at full, will ob- 
scure some of the meteors, but so 
many are expected that a largd 
number are sure to be visible. 

The meteor display will bfl 
caused by a return visit of the 
Giacobini-Zinner comet, which on 
its last trip past the earth in 1933 • 
caused a shower of meteors so 
strong that it was possible for sj 
single observer to see as many as 
20,000 meteors in one hour. , 

According to Dr. Marshall, therf 
is reason to expect an even greater 
number of meteors than in 1933, 
as on this occasion the earth will 
pass within 131,000 miles of the 
comet only about a week after the 
comet passes by. In 1933, ou» 
nearest approach was 500,000 
miles, 80 days after the comet had 
passed. 

Anyone who can And the big 
dipper and the North star can lo* 
cate the proper part of the sky, 
to watch from the accompanying 
diagram. The meteors will, be 
seen as sudden bright streaks, ra- 
diating from a spot marked in tha 
diagram by a small triangle in tha 
constellation of Draco.

Disabled Vets in "Schools 

Gen. Omar Bradley has instruct- 
ed all branches and regional VA 
offices to "exhaust every possible 
resource" to obtain admission of 
disabled veterans into schools 
this fall respite crowded condi- 
tions in the nation's educational 
institutions. 

General Bradley, at the same 
time, called upon the schools to 
make special arrangements if nec- 
essary for admission of these dis- 
abled veterans. At the present 
time, 98,747 disabled' veterans are 
in training under the vocational 
rehabilitation act and, of this 
number, 51,790 are in schools and 
46,957 taking on-the-job training. 
This is six times the total number 
enrolled a year ago. Engineering 
leads all other courses for those 
in schools, and mechanics for 
those in job training. 
Questions and Answers 
/ Q. My son's war bride is in 
France and has a baby. Can you 
tell me at what age she may bring 
the baby to this country?— Mrs. O. 
A. W. ( Ocala, Fla. 

A. The war department says 
that war brides with babies are 
permitted to come to the United 
States at government expense 
only after the baby is six months 
old. 

Q. How long is the re-enlistment 
period in the women's army corps? 
If a former WAC re-enlists will 
she have the same rate that she 
held at the time of her discharge? 
—WAC, Chicago. 

A. All former WACs who wish to 
re-enter the corps must volunteer 
either for the duration of the war 
plus six months, or until June 30, 
1947, unless sooner relieved for the 
convenience of the government. 
Re-enlistment will be in the army 
of the United States in the grade 
held at the time of discharge. 

Q. My son was in the invasion 
of the Philippines. He collected a 
lot of invasion money. I have been 
told I can set it changed for a 
certain per cent of pur money 
$ that true? — P. HL, Belmont, 
Miss. ' 

A. The war department says 
that regular Philippine pesos were 
used for exchange during, the 
Philippine invasion. However, if 
your son obtained any foreign 
money, except Jap invasion money, 
he may exchange it through the 
army finance office, 801 Channing 
place, N. E„ Washington, D. C. 

Q. Can a veteran get sugar to 
open a business such as a bakery? 
— A. S., Cleveland, Ohio. 

A. Yes, provided you meet cer- 
tain basic sugar qualifications. If 
you have a honorable discharge 
and at least 90 days active service 
in the U. S. armed forces, and if 
the business will be your principal 
occupation and if you have owned 
no other business since your dis- 
charge, you should have no 
trouble in securing sugar for such 
a business. Contact the sugar 
rationing division of the Cleveland 
office of OPA. 

Q. My son was reported missing 
in action in Germany and insofar 
as we know is still in an "un- 
resolved status." Can you tell me 
how many soldiers who died in 
aetoin have not been found or who 
are unidentified?— Mrs. H. G., Eu- 
reka Springs, Mo. 

A. Statistics of the graves regis- 
tration command of the quarter- 
master department show that 25,- 
547 American soldiers are in an 
unresolved status. Of this num- 
ber, 3,929 were buried in U. S. 
military cemeteries, unidentified; 
15,486 are recorded as buried in 
known isolated locations. In addi- 
tion, there are approximately 6,132 
whose whereabouts are still unde- 
termined. 

Q. Will you tell me if a tempor- 
ary officer in the army can waive 
his discharge points and request 
an extension of his period of 
service, or must he be discharged 
and then re-enlist? — J. E. G, 
Mooresville, Okla. 

A. The war department says it 
depends upon circumstances. It is 
possible that his category may be 
exchanged for another, thereby 
extending his period of service, 
He may volunteer to remain in the 
army for the duration and six 
months and request overseas serv^ 
ice. Such a request probably would 
be granted if he is physically and 
otherwise qualified. 

Q. Can you tell me the first ship 
which got out of Pearl Harbor 
after the Jap raid there December 
7, 1941?— Mrs. J. H. F.. Pekln, Hi. 

A. The battleship Nevada. 

Q. If a lender turns down a vet- 
eran's application for a G. I. loan, 
what should the veteran do? — E. 
R., Denver. 

< A. It may be possible that some 
other lender or bank will grant the 
loan. It may be the first lender did 
not desire to make that type of 
loan for various reasons. It may 
pay to see several lenders if the 
loan has merit.

The information supplied by 
this study of the State's waters 
will be valuable to communities 
and to the State in providing in- 
formation needed by new indus- 
tries seeking a suitable location. 
It will also be valuable as a check 
on the various measures now be- 
ing undertaken by the State gov- 
ernment, our municipalities and 
our industries to reduce and final- 
ly eliminate the dumping of 
harmful ingredients into the 
State's waters. 

To know the full story of 
Pennsylvania's waters will pro- 
vide the State with fundamental 
information needed for its pro- 
gram of public improvement and 
industrial growth over the com- 
ing year.

WASHINGTON — Capital news 
sleuths, always seeking a hidden 
reason for everything, have gone 
pretty thoroughly into why »Presl- 
dent Truman called off the third 
atomic bomb test. They now re- 
port that the chief executive gave 
a full and fair report when he said 
it was uncalled for. 

Here are further details on the 
why and wherefore of the de- 
cision: The joint chiefs of staff 
decided that it would be virtually 
impossible for an enemy quickly 
to sink an A-bomb one-third or 
one-half mile under the ocean 
and blast a United States fleet. 

Moreover, as was said, the blast, 
if carried out, woulo> ' have pro- 
duced no new information — the 
only excuse for such a test. More-, 
over, the Navy found it had a nice 
new and difficult problem on its 
hands in getting the bomb down 
to such a depth and detonating it. 

Water pressures are great that 
far down. While the remote con- 
trol trigger would have been sim- 
ple, developing a caisson strong 
enough to remain water tight at 
that depth would not have been 
so simple. It would have to be so 
heavy that sinking it would have 
taken much time and engineering 
skill. 

Then, too, the Navy argued, 
why should any power want to at- 
tempt a sneak attack with a deep- 
water charge when a bomb at 
harbor depth, as at Kikini, could 
accomplish more? 

As analysis of previous blasts 
proceeds, the Navy men believe 
they gained most new data from 
the Bikini harbor depth charge. 
The above surface blast merely 
confirmed what the scienists and 
ship experts had previously calcu- 
lated. 

* * *

NOVEMBER votes are far from 
being cast, the alert National As- 
sociation of Real Estate boards is 
forming its lines for another at- 
tack on any renewed version of 
the Wagner-Ellender-Taft low- 
cost housing bill.

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PARENTS' PROBLEMS 



First Days at School Are Important 
To Morale and Success of Children

Fortunate the child entering 
school for the first time who has 
been looking forward eagerly and 
hopefully to the new experience. 
No less important, perhaps, for 
the child who also happily awaits 
the day of his return to school. 

For the beginner, his first few 
days at school weigh heavily in 
determining his school morale 
and consequent school success. 
Anything we parents can do to 
help him like school and win suc- 
cess there will have a bearing on 
his whole school lifetime. So 
many items other than book 
learning are involved, especially 
his way of getting on with other 
children. 

Nor shall we overlook his physi- 
cal and mental health — his ap- 
petite and sleep, his degree of 
calmness and excitement, and his 
peace of mind. Though the child 
for whom school is a new venture 
must make many adaptations, the 
child of any age or grade may 
have to make many new adjust- 
ments, to new teacher, new class- 
mates, and even to a new school. 
His books, his lessons, and the 
ways of his classroom and play- 
ground may seem strange to him.

Even though he be in high 
school, evenings out should, with 
rare exceptions, be limited to 
weekends. 

When you help your child with 
his 'lessons be sure to manage 
yourself so well that you do not 
raise your voice or even feel a bit 
angry at his blunders or mistakes. , 
The moment you feel the least bit • 
vexed at him, walk away from 
him. You are unfit then to be in, 
his presence. What child can 
learn from an angry, irritating 
parent?
